Majefty’s hereditary revenue, hercin particularly mentioned, and 
ufed, exercifed, and enjoyed, or which might have been ufed, 
exercifed, and enjoyed, by any of his Majeíty's royal predecef- 
fors, fince the pafling of an act in the firít year of the reign of 
her late majefty Queen Anne, intituled, Au ad? for the better fup- 
port of her Majejfly's houfehold, and of the honour and dignity of tbe 
crown; other than the power of granting, during his Majefty’s 
life, or for any term of years determinable upon his life, or 
otherwife, the profits and produce of any fuch of the faid fmall 
branches, as are fubject to the reftrictions of the faid laft-men- 
tioned act, with refpect to the free and abíolute difpofition there- 
of, in derogation of the fpecial purpofe of this prefent act, to 
carry the fame to the aggregate fund. 

X. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid,

ample, and effectual manner, to all intents and purpofes, as if 
this act had not been made, and as the fame have been, or 
might have been enjoyed fince the making of the faid act of the 
firít year of the reign of her late majeíty Queen Anne ; fubject 
neverthelefs, to all fuch reftrictions and regulations, as were en- 
acted by the faid act, to bind her Majefty, her heirs, and fuc- 
ceffors, and with the benefit of all fuch claufes, favings, and 
provifoes, as are contained in the faid act; it being the true in- 
tent and meaning of this act, that the faid rights and powers 
fhall not in any degree be abridged or reftrained, or affected in 
any manner whatfoever, but only that the monies arifing from 
the full and free exercife and enjoyment of them, fo fubject as 
aforefaid, (hall, during his Majefty’s life, be carried to, and made 
part of the aggregate fund.

The penalty for decaying of Houfes of Husbandry, or not 
laying of convenient Land for the maintenance of the 


fame. 


T EM, the King our Soueraigne Lord, hauing a fingular 
pleafure aboue all things to auoide fuch enormities and mif- 
chiefes, as bee hurtfull and preiudiciall to the common weale of 
this his land and his fubiects of the fame, remembreth "e" 
ME among 
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among al! other things great inconueniences daily doc increafe 
by defolation and pulling downe, and wilfull wafte of houfes 
and townes within this Realme, and laying to pafture lands, 
which cuftomably haue beene víed in tillage, whereby idleneffe, 
which is the ground and beginning of all mifchiefes, daily doth 
encreafe. For where in fome townes two hundred perfons were 
occupied and liued by their lawfull labours, now there are oc- 
cupied two or three heardmen, and the refidue fall into idle- 
nefie, the hufbandrie which is one of the greateft commodities 
of this Realine is greatly decayed, Churches deflroyed, the 
fervice of God withdrawen, the bodies there buried not pray- 
ed for, the Patrons and Curates wronged, the defence of this 
land againft our enemies outward, feebled and impaired, to 
the great difpleafure of God, to the fubverfion of the pollicie 
and good rule of this land, if remedie be not provided : W here- 
fore the King our Soueraigne Lord by the aduice of the Lords 
fpirituall and temporall, and the Commons in this faid Parlia- 
ment aflembled, and by authority of the fame, hath ordained, 
enacted and ftablifhed, that no perfon, of what eftate degree or 
condition that he be, that hath any houfe or houíes, that at any 
time within three yeers paíled, hath beene or that now 15, Of 
that hereafter fhall be lette for ferme with xx. acres of land at 
leaít, or more, lying in tillage and Huíbandre, that the owner 
and owners of euery fuch houfe or houfes and land, doe keepe 
fuftaine and maintaine houfes and buildings vpon the faid ground, 
and land conuenient and neceflarie for maintaining and vphold- 
ing of the faide tillage and Hufbandrie. And if any fuch owner 
or owners of any fuch houfe or houfes and land, take land and 
occupie any fuch houfe or houíes, and keepe in his or their own 
hands, that the faid owner or owners by the faid authoritie be 
bound in like wife to keepe and maintaine houfes and buildings 
vpon the faide ground and land convenient and neceffarie for the 
maintaining and vpholding of the faide tillage and Hufbandrie. 
And if any man doe contrary to the premifies or any of them, 
that then it be lawfull to the King, if any fuch lands or houfes 
be holden of him immediately, or to the Lords of the Fees, 
if any fuch lands be holden of them immediately, to receive 
yeerely halfe the value of the iffues and profits of any fuch lands, 
whereof the houfe or houfes be not fo maintained and fuftained. 
And the fame halfe deale of the iffues and profits to have, holde 
and keepe to his or their owne vfe, without any thing therefore 
to be payed or given, till fuch time as the fame houfe or houfes 
bee fufficiently builded or repaired againe. And that no man- 
ner of freehold be in the King, nor in any fuch Lord or Lords, 
by the taking of any fuch profits, of or in any fuch lands in no 
manner of forme: but onely the King and the faid Lord or 
Lords, haue power to take, receive, and haue the faid iffues 
and profits, as is aboue faide, and therefore the King or the 
faid Lord or Lords to haue power to diftraine for the fame iffues 
and profits to be had and perceiued by them, in forme aboue 
fayde, by authoritie of this prefent Acte.

An aé for abolifhing of diuerfitie of opinions in certaine 
Articles concerning chriftian religion. 


W HE RE the Kings moft excellent majeftie is by Gods 
law fupreame head immediatly vnder him of this whole 
Church and congregation of Zzglazd, intending the confer- 
uation of the fame Church and corfgregation in a true, fincere 
and vniforme doctrine of Chrifts religion, calling alfo to his 
bleffed and moft gracious remembrance, as well the great and 
quiet aífurance, profperous increafe, and other innumerable 
commodities, which haue euer infued, come and followed of 
concord, agreement and vnitie in opinions, as alfo the mani- 
fold perils, dangers and inconueniences, which haue hereto- 
fore in many places and regions growne, fprung, and arifen, 
of the diuerfities of mindes and opinions, eipecially of matters 
of chriftian religion: and therefore defiring, that fuch an 
vuitie might and fhould be charitably eftablifhed in all things 
touching and concerning the fame, as the fame fo being efta- 
blifhed might chiefly be to the honour of Almighty God, the 
very Author and fountaine of all true vnitie and fincere con- 
cord, and confequently redound to the common-wealth of 
this his highneffe moft noble realme, and of all his louing 
fubjects and other refiants and inhabitants of or in the fame: 
hath therefore caufed and commanded this his moft high 
Court of Parliament, for fundry and many vrgent caufes and

flefh of Chritt, afwel apart as though they were both together : 
or by any the meanes abouefaid, or otherwife, preach, teach, 
declare or affirme the faid Sacrament to be of other fubftance 
than is abouefayd, or by any meanes contemne, depraue or 
defpife the faid bleffed Sacrament : that then euery fuch perfon 
and períons fo offending, their aiders, comforters, counfellers, 
confentors and abettors therein, being thereof convicted in forme 
vnderwritten by the authority abouefaid, fhall be deemed & 
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adjudged heretikes. And that euery fuch offence fhall be tudged Heretikes, 
manifeft herefie : and that euery fuch offender and offenders 
fhall therefore haue and fuffer iudgement, execution, paine and 
paines of death, by way of burning without any abiuration, Burning, 
Clergie or Sanctuary, to be therefore permitted, had, allowed, | 
admitted or fuffered: and alfo fhall therefore forfeit and lofe to

both kinds, that is to fay, in forme of bread and alfo of wine, 
is neceffary for the health of mans foule, to be giuen or mini- 
ftred, or ought or fhould be given or miniftred to any perfon in 
both kinds: or that itis neceffary fo to be receiued or taken by

may marry, or may contract matrimony : or that priuate maffes 
be not lawful or not laudable, or fhould not be celebrated, had, 
nor vied in this realme, nor be not agreeable to the lawes of 
God: or that auricular confeffion is not expedient and neceffary 
to be receiuedand continued, vfed and frequented in the Church 
of God : orif any Prieft after the faid xii. day of Fuly, or any Marriage. 
other man or woman which aduifedly hath vowed, or after the 
faid day pm | do vow chaftitie or widowhood, do actually 
Marry or contract matrimony with any perfon, that then all and 
euery períon and perfons, fo preaching, teaching, obftinately 
affirming, vpholding, maintaining or defending, or making 
marriage or contract of matrimony as is aboue fpecified, be and 
fhal be by authority aboue written, deemed and iudged a felon 
and felons. And that euery offender in the fame being there- felonie. 
fore duly conuicted or attainted by the lawes vnder written, 
fhall therefore fuffer paines of death as in cafes of felony, with- 
out any benefit of,Clergie, or priuiledge of Church or Sanctuary Clergie. 
to him or her to be allowed in that behalfe, and thall forfeit all Sané uary 
his or her lands & goods as in cafes of felony. And that it 
be lawful to the patron or patrons of any maner of benefice, 
‘which any fuch offender at the time of his faid conuiction or

ce^a-y for the health of mans foule to bee given or miniftred in

HE Lords fpirituall and temporall and the commons in 
this prefent Parliament affembled, hauing credible know- 
ledge that diuers and fundry the Kings fubjeéts called Knights 
of the Rhodes, otherwife called knights of Saint Ibas, other- 
wife called Friers of the religion of Saint John of Zeru/alem in 
England, and of a like houfe being in Zre/azd, abiding in the 
partes of beyond the Sea, and hauing as well out of this 
Realme as out of /relazd and other the Kings dominions, 
tX great fums of money for maintenance of their liuings, 
yave vnnaturally and contrary to the dutie of their allegi- 
ances, fufterned and maintained the vfurped power and au- 
thoritie of the Bithop of Rome lately vfed and practifed within 
this realme and other the Kings dominions, and haue not 
onely adhered themfelves to the faide Bifhop being common 
enemie to the King our Soueraigne Lord, and to this his 
realme vntruly vpholding, acknowledging and affirming ma- 
liciou(ly and traiteroufly, the fame Bifhop to be fupreame and 
chiete head of Chrifts Church by Gods holy word, intending 
thereby to fubvert and ouerthrow the good and godly lawes 
and ftatutes of this realme their naturall countrey, made and 
grounded by authority of holy Church by the moft excellent 
wifdome, policie and goodnes of the kings majeítie with the 
whole affent and confent of the realme, for the abolifhing 
expulfing and vtter extincting of the faid vfurped power and 
authoritie, but alfo haue defamed and ílandered as well the 
Kings majeftie as the noble men, Prelats and other the Kings 
true and louing Subjects of this realme, for their good and 
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godly proceeding in that behalfe, haue therefore dccpely pon- 
ocred and confidcred that like as it is and was a moft godly 
Act of the Kings moft royall majeftie, and the faid Noble 
men, Prelats, and Commons of this realme, vtterly to ex- 
pulie and abolifh not onely from this realme, but alfo from 
other the Kines dominions the faid vfurped power and au- 
thority of the Bifhop of Rome, and alfo the hypocritike and 
fuperítitious religions in this Realme, and other the Kings 
dominions being his members and adherents hauing their 
originall erection and foundation by the faid vfurped autho- 
ritie, by expulfing whereof Gods holy word neceffary for in- 
creafe of vertue and faluation of chriítian foules, is not onel 
purely and fincerely aduanced and fet foorth, but alfo the ex- 
tort exactions of innumerable fummes of money, craftfly ex- 
haufted out of this realme and of other the Kings dominions, 
by the colour of the faid vfurped authoritie is removed and 
taken away, to the ineftimable benefit and commoditie of the 
Kings louing fubjects, fo in like maner of wife it fhould be 
moft dangerous to be fuffered or permitted within this realme 
or in any other the kings dominions, any religion being fparks, 
calues, and imps of the faid root of iniquitie, confidering alfo 
that the Ifle of Rhodes, whereby the faid religion tooke their 
old name and foundation is furprifed by the Turke. 

* II. And that it were and is much better that the poffeffions 
in this realme, and in other the Kings dominions appertain- 
ing to the faid religion, thould rather be imployed and fpent 
within this realme, and in other the Kings dominions, for 
the defence and furetie of the fame, then conuerted to & a- 
mong fuch vanaturall fubjects which haue declined not only 
from their naturall dutie of obedience, that they ouzht to bear 
vuto the King their foueraigne Lord, but alfo from the good 
lawes and Statutes of this realme, their naturall country, dai- 
ly doing and attempting priuily, and craftily all that they can 
to lubuert the good and godly policie, in the which thanks be 
to God and to our moit dread foueraigne Lord, this realme 
and all other the Kings dominions now ftand in:’ In confi-

Hufe, Thomas Thornell, 
Nicholas Hupton, Philip Babington, Henry terad, Dunfian Nude- 
gate, Nicholas Lambert, and Dauid Gonfon, being confreres pro- 
fefled in the faid religion and hauing at this prefent time no 
maner oí certaintje towards their liuing, fhall haue and inioy 
euery of them yeerely, one yeerely penfion of ten pounds.

VII. And bee it alfo enacted by the authoritie aforefaid, that 
if any the Kings fubjects being profeífed in the faide religion, 
bee negligently forgotten or omitted out of this prefent acte for 
lacke of knowlege of their names, that yet neuerthelefse euery 
of them fo forgcttzn, and not now prefently named or remem- 
bred, fhall haue and inioy fuch honeft, conuenient and reafon- 
able yeerely penfion aud portion of goods as fhall pleaíe the 
Kings Majeftie to lirait and appoint in that behalfe. 

VIII. Provided alwayes, thar none of the faid Priors or con- 
freres of the faid religion, fhall haue and inioy any of the pen-

LX. Prouided alfo, and be it ena&ed by the authority afore- 
faid, that John Afaplefden otherwife called John Adableffon Clerke, 
Subprior of the faid religion of the faid Hofpitali of S. John of 
ferujalem in England, William Ermfied Clerke Maifter of the 
‘Temple of London, Walter Limfeie and okn Winter Chaplains 
therc, and euery of them fhall haue, perceiue, and inioy during 
their naturallliues all fuch Manfion houfes, {tipends and Wa- 
ses, and all other profits of money in as large or ample maner 
as they or any of them now lawfully haue the fame, without

X. And be it further enacted by authoritie aforefaide, that 
the faide William IZz/lon and John Raufon, and every of the faide 
brethren or confreres afore named, and the faid Subprior and 
the faide maifter of the Temple and two Chaplens, and cuery 
of them, being the Kings true and faithful fubjects vpon their 
reafonable fuites and petitions, fhall haue fufficient letters pa-

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tents of the faid feuerall yearly annuities, penfions, manfions, 
ftipends and wages, and other profits of money to them limited 
by authoritie of this act, vnder the Kings great Scale without 
any fine or fee to be paid to the Kings vfe for the fame. 

XI. And be it further enacted by the authority aforefaid, that

The priuiledges of common Churches and Churchyards, ap- 
plied and vied to Gods fervice, and burials of Chriftian people 
onely excepted. 

XIII. And be it alfo enacted by authority aforefaid, that all 
the faid manors, mefes, lands, tenements, and all and fingular 
other poffefhons, priuiledges, liberties, franchifes, and other 
hereditaments, granted to the Kings majeítie by this Act, thall 
bc in the furuey, rule, order and gouernance of the Chancellor 
and other minifters and officers of the Court of the augmentati- 
ons of the reuenues of the Kings Crowne in like manner, forme, 
faíhion, and condition, as the poffeflions of the land of the 
Abbies, Monafteries or Priories fupprefled or furrendered be. 

AIV. And be it alfo enacted by the authority aforefaid, that 
all and eucry fuch perfon and períons as be now confreres of the 
íaid FHofpitall or Hofpitals, and at this prefent time out of this 
Realme thall before the feaft of Pentecoft, which fhall be in 
the yeere of our Lord God one thoufand fiue hundred fortie 
and one, returne into the fame, and here perfonally prefent

Statutes made in the Parliament begunne at Weftminfter, 
the fourth day of November in the firft yeere of the 
Raigne of EDWARD the fixt, late King of England, 
&c. and from thence continued to the 24. day of De- 
cember then next enfuing, that is to fay in the firt Sef- 
fion of the fame Parliament as followeth.

An Act for the punifhing of Vagabonds, and for the re- 
liefe of the poore and impotent perfons. 


T4 ete as idlenefie and vagabondrie is the mother and 
roote of all thefts, robberies and all euill actes and other 
mifchiefes, and the multitude of people giuen thereto hath 
alwayes bene heere within this realme very great, and more 
in number (qs it may appeare) then in otheft regions, to thc 
great impouerifhment of the Realme, and danger of the Kings 
highneffe fubjects; the which idleneffe and vagabondry all the 
Kings highnefle noble progenitours, Kings of this Realme, 
and this high Court of Parliament hath often and with great 
trauell gone about and affayed with godly Acts and Statutes 
to repreffe; yet vntill this our time it hath not had that fuc- 
ceffe which hath beene wifhed, but partly by foolifh pitie and 
mercie of them which fhould haue feene the faid godly lawes 
executed, pus by the peruerfe nature and long accuftomed 
idleneffe of the perfons giuen to loytering, the faid godly Sta- 
tutes hitherto haue had final] effect, and idle and vagabond 
perfons, being vnprofitable members, or rather enemies of the 
common wealth, haue bene fuffred to remaine and increafe, 
and yet fo doe, whom if they fhould be punifhed by death, 
whipping, imprifonment, and with other corporall paine, it 
were not without their deferts for the example of others, and 
to the benefite of the common wealth, yet if they could be 


* brought 
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* brought to be made profitable, and do feruice, it were much 
* to be wifhed and defired :; Be it therefore enac&ed bv the 
Kings highneffe, with the confent of the Lords {pirituall and 
temporal, and the Commons in this prefent Parliament aflem- 
bled, and by authoritie of the fame; firft that all Statutes and 
Aéts of Parliament heretofore made for the punifhment of va- 


Roa and fturdie beggars, and all articles comprifed in the 


ame, fhall be from hencefoorth repealed, voyd and of none 
effect. 





Il. Secondly, that whofoeuer after the firít day of Aprill next 
following, man or woman being not lame, im potent, or fo aged, 
or difeafed with fickneíle, that hee or fhe cannot worke, nor 
hauing lands or tenements, fees, annuities, or any other yeerely 
reuenues, or whereon they may finde fulficiendy their liuing, 
fhall either like a feruing-man wanting a matter, or like a beg- 
ger, or after any fuch other fort be lurking in any houfe or 
houfes, or loitering, or idle wandering by the high wayes fide, 
or in ftreetes, cities, townes, or villages, not applying them- 
felues to fome honeft and allowed art, fcience, feruice, or labour, 
and fo doe continue by the fpace of three dayes or more toge- 
ther, and not offer themfelues to labor with any that will take 
them, according to their facultie ; and if no man, otherwife 
wel take them, do not offer themfelues to worke for meate and 
drinke, or after they bee fo taken to worke, for the fpace agreed 
betwixt them and their mafter, doe leaue their worke out of 
conuenient time, or runne away; that then euery fuch perfon 
fhall bee taken for a vagabond, and that it fhal be lawfull for 
cuery {fuch maíter offering fuch idle perfon feruice and labour, 
and that being by him refufed, or who hath agreed with fuch 
ide perfon, and from whom within the {pace agreed of feruice, 
the faid loiterer hath runne away, or departed before the ende of 
the couenant betweene them, and to any other perfon efpying 
the fame, to bring orcaufe to be brought the faid perfon fo liuin 
idle andloiteringiy, to two of the next Juftices of the peace there 
refiant or abiding, who hearing the proofe of the idle liuing of 
the faid perfon by the faid fpace liuing idle, as before faid, ap- 
prooued to them by two honeft witneffes, or confeffion of the 
partie, fhall immediately caufe the fame loiterer to be marked 
with a hot iron in the breaft, the marke of V. and adiudge the 
fame perfon liuing fo idle, to fuch prefentour, to be his flaue, 
to haue and to holde the faid flaue vnto him, his executours, or 
eíhgnes, for the fpace of two yeeres then next following, and to 
order the faid flaues as followeth ; that is to fay, to take fuch 
períon adiudged a flaue with him, and onely giuing the faid 
ilaue bread and water, or fmall drinke, and fuch reffufe of 
meate as he (hall thinke meete, caufe the faid flaue to worke 
by beating, cheining, or otherwife, in fuch worke and labour 
(how vile foeuer it bee) as hee fhall put him vnto. And if any 
manner of flaue, cither for loytering, or for the caufe before re- 
hearíed fo adiudged, (hall within the fpace of the faid two yeeres 
heere appointed runne away, depart, or abfent him — e

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faide mafter : the fpace of fourteene dayes together, without 
] 


licence: it fhall not oncly bee lawfull to his faid mafter to pur- 
fue and fetch him againe by vertue of this Act, but alío, to 
punith fuch faulte by cheines or beating as is aforefaid : and a- 
gainft the deteinour, if any man doe willingly deteine him, 
knowing him to be a flaue, as is-aforefaid, to haue an Action 
of ‘Trefpaffe, and recouer thereby in damages tenne poundes, 
befides the coftes and charges of the fuite for fo deteining his 
faide flaue. And further, euery fuch matter fhewing and proou- 
ing by two fufficient witnefles, the faide offence and fault by 

is running away before two Juftices of Peace of the fame 
Countie, whereof the one to be of the Quorum, the fame Jatti- 
ces fhall caufe fuch Slave, or loiterer to bee marked on the fore- 
head, or the bal! of the cheeke with an hot iron, with the fgn 
of an S. that he may bee knowne for a loiterer and a run away, 
and (hall adiudge the loyterer and run away to be the faid ma_ 
iters flaue foreucr. And if fuch flaue fhall the fecond time 
runne away, or abíent himfelfe, if the faid mafter fhall approove 
the fame fecond running away with two fufficient witnefles, be- 
fore the Juftices of Peace, in their g«nerall and quarter Seffions, 
then euery fuch faulte and running away to be adiudged felonie 
and fuch loyterer and runne away to be taken as a felon, and 
thzreof being lawfully indited and atteinted, or otherwife, con- 
demned, to tuffer paines of death, as other felons oucht to doe. 

III. Prouided alfo, and be it enacted by authoritie aforefaid, 
that no Clerke conuicted fhall hereafter make his purgation, and 
vpon fuch purgation be deliuered, and fet at large, otherwife 
then is in this Statute hereafter expreffed. | 

IV. And be it further enacted by authoritie aforefaid, that 
cuery Clerke conuict, or hereafter to be conuicted, which fhould 
by the order of the Law inioy the benefit of their purgation, 
fhall and may from hencefoorth finde any man (if hee can) who 
fhall be bounde with two fafficient fureties to the ordinarie, in 
the fumme of twentie poundes to the Kings highneffe víe, to 
reteinc the fzid conuict as his flaue, and to keepe tbe faid per-

cleerely difcharged, and exonerated by vertue of this Act. 

V. And if fo be that the faid Clerke fo conuict cannot finde 
any man to be bounde, as is aforefaid, to whom he may bee 
adiudged a flauc in the fpace of one yeere; then at any time af- 
ter the ende of one yeere after his conuiction, it fhall bee law- 
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full for the faid Clerke conuict to make his purgation; as hee 
might before this Statute, any thing in this prefent Act to the 
contrary notwithftanding. 

* Vl. And when the Clerkes conuicled, or attainted by the 
* order of the Lawes of this Realme, cannot make their pur- 
* gation, and fhould perpetually by the fame remaine in pri- 
© lon:' Bee it neuertheleffe enacted by the authoritie aforefaid, 
that if there bee any manner of perfon, who will at any time 
demand the fame Clerke conuicted, or atteinted, and be bound 
to the Ordinarie with two fuflicient fureties, as is aboue written, 
to keepe the fame as his flaue by the fpace of fiue yceres then 
next following, that then the fame fhall bee adiudged his flaue 
for like fpace, with all fuch orders, lawes & penalties, for run- 
ning away, and other orders, as is before expreffed of a vaga- 
bond, adiudged to any man for a ílaue, (the burning in the 
breaít onely except) and vpon the adiudgement deliuered to fuch 
demandant, the Ordinarie from thenfefoorth of the keeping of 
fuch Clerke conuicted or atteinted, cleerely exonerated, and dif- 
charged. by vertue of this Act. 
* VII. And forafmuch as diuers women and men goe on 
begging waifaring, of the which fome bee impotent and lame, 
and fome able enough to labour, which doe carrie children 2. 
bout with them, fome foure or fiue yeeres of age, or yonger 
or elder, which brought vp in idleneffe might be fo rcoted in 
it, that hardly they may be brought after to good thrift and 
labour: 'or if any child aboue the age of fiue yeeres, and vn- 
der the age of fourteene yeeres goe idle and wandering about 
as a vagabond :? Be it enacted by the authoritie aforefaid, that 
if any manner of perfon will take any fuch childe, be it male 
or female, of, and from any fuch beggar being the mother 
thereof, nourifher, or keeper, whether they bee willing or not, 
or without any fuch nurfe, mother or keeper by himfelfe wan- 
dering, and bring the faid child fo taken away before one of 
the Conftables of the parifh, and two other honeft and dif- 
creete neighbours witneíles, and before any Juftice of Peace 
there refiant and abiding, and promife to bring the fame child 
vp in fome honeft labour or occupation, till hee or fhee come 
to the age of twentie yeeres the woman childe, or foure and 
twentie the man childe: that then and immediately the faid 
Juftice of Peace and Conftable fhall adiudge by vertue of this 
Act, the faid child vnto the ages before Ífpecified, to be feruants 
or apprentices to the faid perfons fo taking & promifing to be 
vfed and ordered in all points according.as the Law and cuftome 
of this Realme is of feruants and apprentices, to what labour, 
occupation, or feruice foeuer the faid Mafter thal] appoint him, 
or her, during the faid time. And if it fhall fortune fuch childe 
fo adiudged to runne away, at any time Once, or more times, 
from his or her Mafter, or Mafters, that then it (hall be lawfull 
for euery fuch mafter to take the faid child againe, and to keepe 
and puni(h the faid childe in chaines or otherwife, and vfe him 
Qr her as his flaue in all points for the time before rehearfed, 
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of the age of fuch childe, that is to fay, till twentie the woman 
child, and the man child foure and twentie. 

VIII. Prouided alwayes, that any Mafter, either of the men, 
or of the women fo adiudged flaues, or of the children adiudged 
apprentices or feruants, may let, fet forth, fell, bequeath, or 
giuethe feruice and labour of fuch flaues or feruants fo adiudged, 
as is aforefaid, to any perfon or perfons, to whomfoeuer he will, 
vpon fuch condition, and for fuch time of yeeres, as the faid 
perfons bee adiudged to him for flaues, feruants, or apprentices, 
after fuch like fort and maner, as he may doe of any other his 
mooueable goods or chattels; and they forthe faid fpaceand time 
to be bound to all points and conítructions to fuch Leffee, donee, 
vendee, or affignee, as they were to their firít apprehenders and 
mafters, by vertue of this Act. 

IX. Prouided alwayes, and bee it enacted by authoritie afor- 
faid, that if any fuch flaue or flaues, or children fo adiudged, 
fhal at any time after fuch adiudgement, maime or wounde 
their Mafters or Miftreffes, in refifting their correction or other- 
wife, or when they bee manumitted or fet againe free, or in the 
time of their feruice, fhall confpire with any other, or by them- 
felues goe about to murder and kill, or to maime, wounde, or 
beate the faide Matter or Miftreffe, or any that was their Mafter 
or Miftrefle, or to burne their houfes, barnes, or corne, fo that 
their intent come to an act tending to the effect: that then euer 
fuch maime or wounde, or the going about to murder, kill, 
maime, wounde, or beate fuch perfon or perfons, as bec, or 
were their Maifter or Miftreffes, or to burne their houfes, 
barnes, or corne, fo that their intent doe come to any act tending 
to the fame effect, as lying in waite with weapon, or any fuch 
like, (hall bee accounted felonie, and they fhall fuffer therefore 
paines of death, as in cafe of felonie, except that any fuch per- 
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‘fon or períons, as bee, or had beene Mafter or Miftreffe to any 


of them, or he refufing any other, will take fuch perfon fo ot- 
fending to their flaues, & then he or fhe fo offending, to be 
adiudged to the perfon fo willing to take him or her fo offending 
flaue tor euer, and thereupon to be difcharged of the felony. 
Ihe fame law and order to be had in all conditions if it Should 
chaunce the father, mother, nurfe, or other the bearer about 
of the childe, or any other perfon or perfons, to fteale away 
fuch childe adiudged apprenrice or feruant, that is, to be flaue 
to fuch apprentices or feruants mafter, whofe apprentice or fer- 
uant was fo ítollen or intifed away, for euer, and the matter 
neuerthelcíle to take and receiue his apprentice or feruant againe, 
as if the faid taking away had never been done. 

X. Bee it alfo enacted by authorite aforefayde, that although 
there bee no man which fhall demaund fuch loiterer or loiterers, 
as before expreffed, into their feruice; yet neuerthelefs the Ju- 
{tice of Peace in that Citie, Borough, Towne, or Hundred 
dwelling, if any fuch be, or elfe any other Juftice of Peace of 
the fame Shire, and alío there dwelling by his or their office, 
hall bee hereafter bound by vertue of this Act, not onely to 
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inquire of all fuch idle perfons, but al(o if they doe efpy any 
fuch vacabonds or idle perfons, or if any fuch bee detected, vn- 
to them, to examine him or her of the time of their vagabon- 
drie; and if it fhall appeare to any Juftice of Peace, any fuch 
man or woman to haue beene a vagarant and vagabond or idle 
perion, by the fpace as is aforefayde, to caule the fame to bee 
marked on the breft with an V. made with an hot iron, and alfo 
to learne and inquire of him the Towne, Citie or Viilage 
wherein he was borne, and then fhal! immediately giue à writ- 
ing in parchment, fealed with his feale to the fayde loiterer, of 
the tenor and forme which here infueth: 


* A. B. Iuftice of Peace in the Countie of S. to the Maior or A teftimonial 
chiefe officer of the City of 2. (if it be a City) or to the Head- pu M PARU, 
borough, Bailife, or Conftable, or head officer of the towne of j 
2. (if it bea towne) or tothe Conftable or Tithingman of the 
village of C. (if it be a village) greeting. According to a moft 
godly Statute, made in the firft yere of the reigne of our foue- 
reign Lord King Edward the fixt, &c. We haue taken this 
bearer J. K. vagarantly, and to the cuill example of others, 
without mafter, feruice, or labour, whereby to get his liuing, 
going loitering idlely about. And becaufe the fame faith, hee 
was in C. in the County of S. whereof you are the head of- 
ficer or Conftable: We haue fent him to you to be ordered, 
according to the purport and effect of the fame Statute: 
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XI. And with this writinz fhall deliuer the fame loiterer to the 
Conftables, or other head officer of the fayde City, Towne or 
Village, wherein fuch loiterer was taken, to bee fafely conueied 
by them tothe next Conftable, and fo from Conftable to Con- 
ftables, and cther head officers, till he or fhe be brought to the 
place, the which he or fhe hath named themfelves to bee borne 
in, and then to be deliuered to the head officer or Conftable of 
that fame citie, borough or towne, village, bamlet, or parifh, 
there to bee nourifhed and kept of the fame citie, towne, or 
village in chaines, or otherwiíe, either at the common workes, 
in amending high waies, or other common worke, or from 
man to man in order, till they which may beare bee equally 
charged, to bee flaue to the corporation of the citie, or to the 
inhabitants of the towne or village, that hce or fhee were borne 
in, after all fuch forme, condition, fpace of yeeres, orders, 
punifhments for running awaie, andal] others, as are exprefled 
of a common or priuate perfon, to whom any fuch loiterer is 
adjudged a flaue. And the fayde citie, towne, or village fhall 
fee the faide flaue being able to labor, fet on worke, and not 
liue idlie within the faide precincts, vpon peine for euerie fuch 
default that the faid ilaue doth liue idlie, by the default of the 
city, borough, towne, or village, by the fpace of three work- 
ing daies together, the citie to torfeit fiue pounds: a borough 
or towne incorporate fortie fhillings: and other towne or village 
twentie fhillings: whereof the one halfe to the King our Soue- 
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reign Lord, the other to him that will fue for the fame, in any 
of the Kings Courts of Record, by bill, information, or action 
of debt, in fuch fuites no effoine, wager of law, or protection 
fhall be allowed. 

XII. Provided and be it enacted, that the citie, towne, and 
borough corporate, by the confent of the more part of the cor- 
poration, and the towne and village not corporate by the con- 
fent of the more part of the inhabitants thereof, may fet, fell 
or giue away, the right, title, and intereft of the faid flaue, to 
any other perfon, as any other common or priuate perfon may 
doc with his flaue, by the vertue of this act. | 

XIII. Prouided alwaies and be it enacted, that if it fortune 
when the faid vagabond is brought to the faid citie, towne, or 
village, where the faid perfon faid he was borne, to appeare 
and be manifefít that he or fhe was not there borne; that then 
for fuch lie, the faid vagrant fhall bee marked in the face with 
an S. and be ílaue to the inhabitaunts, or corporation of the 
citie, towne, or village where the faid vagrant faid he was borne 
in, for euer, upon fuch conditions and orders, in all points as 
of a flaue marked in the face is before expreffed: the fame law 
and order in all points to bee had of all vagarant perfons and va- 
gabonds, being borne in any other nation or countrie then in 
this Realm, as is before expreffed of Engli/b idle perfons (mark- 
ing in the breft or face onely excepted) that is to bee had to 
the next Port, and there to bee kept of the inhabitants of the 
fayde next Port in conuenient labour, and from idleneffe or 
otherwife, till they may bee conueyed ouer; and then at the 
cofts of the inhabitaunts of the fayd Port, to bee conueyed ouer 
into their countries. 

* XIV. And forafmuch as there is many maimed and other- 
wife lamed, fore, aged, and impotent períons, which refort to 
the City of London, and to othercities, townes, and villages, 
on begging, which comming together and making a number, 
doe fill the ftreets or high waies of diuers cities, townes, mar- 
kets and faires; who, if they were feparated might eafily bee 
nourifhed in the townes and places wherein they were borne, 
or where they were, or haue been moft conuerfant and abiding, 
by the fpace of three yeeres.' Be it therefore enacted by the 
authoritie aforefaide, that all and fingular Maiors, Shirifs, Bai- 
lifs, Conftables, or other head officers of any citie, towne, or 
hundred, to which fuch refort is or fhall be, fhail before the 
Feaft of the Purification of our Lady next following, fee all fuch 
idle, impotent, maimed, and aged perfons, who otherwife can- 
not by their difcretions bee taken for vagabonds, which were 
borne within the faid citie, towne, or hundred, or haue been 
there moit conuerfant and abiding, by the fpace of three quus 
as is aforefíayde, and now decayed, bcitowed and prouided for 
of tenantries, cottages, or other conuenicnt houfes to bee lodged 
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or village. And that they doe not fuffer after the time before 
rehearfed, any other then' fuch as either were borne, or haue 
been for the moft part conuerfant or abiding, by the fpace afore- 
faide, in the faid citie, borough, village, or towne, to remaine 
and beg abroad within the precincts of {uch cities, townes, vil- 
lages, or hundreds, vpon peine that cuerie fuch Mlaiors, Shi- 
riffes and Bailiffes, Conftable, or other ofhcer, by what nainc 
foeuer hee bee called, fuffering any perfone to beg within the 
precinct of his or their fuch iurifdiction, other then is before 
rehearfed, for euery three days fhall forfeit ten (hillings to whom- 
(oeuer will fue therefore, by bill, information, or action of debt, 
in any court of record, in which fuites no effoine, wager of law 
nor protection fhal be allowed. 
XV. And for the better performance hereof, bee it enacted 
by the authority aforefayde, that the Maior of the citie of Lsn- 
don, and all other Maiors, Bailifs, Shirifs, Conftables, and other 
head officers of euerie Citie, and Towne corporate, doe with 
all conuenient fpeed by themfelues, or by their fuficient depu- 
ties by them appointed, before the feaft of the Purification next 
comming; and fo from time to time, every moneth once, make 
a view and examination of aged, impotent, and lame períons 
and beggers, as be within the precinct of their iurifdiction, and 
fee all fuch as were not borne, nor hath been for the moft part 
conueríant and abiding there by the fpace of three yeeres com- 
plete, conueied on horfebacke, cart, or chariot, or otherwife, 
as fhall feeme by their difcretions to the next Conftables, & 
they to conuey the fame to the next Conftables, and fo from 
Confítables to Conftables, till the faide perfons be brought to 
the place where they were borne or moft conuerfant and abiding, 
as is aforefaid, there to be prouided for, kept, and nourifhed 
of alms, as is aforefaid, vpon the peine that euery fuch Maior, 
Shiriffe, or Conftable, Headborongh, or Head officer, not mak- 
ing view, nor fending orconueying away, not receiuing or not 
prouiding, as is before appointed, according to the true purport 
or meaning of this act, to forfeit for euery fuch default Ix. fhill- 
ings, whereof the one halfe to be to the Kings vfe, the other 
to the partie that will fue therefore in any of the Kings courts of 
Record, by bill, information, or action of debts, in the which 
fuites no effoine, wager of law, nor protection fhal be allowed. 
XVI. Prouided alwaies, that if any of the faid aged, maimed, 
or impotent perfons of the Cities, Townes, or Villages where 
they were borne in, or had their moft abiding as is aforefaid, 
bee not fo lame or impotent, but that they may worke in fome 
manner of worke, that then fuch Citie, Towne, Parifh, or 
Village, doe eyther in common prouide fome fuch worke for 
them as they might bee occupied in, or appoint them to fuch 
as will finde them worke for meat and drinke. And if they re- 
fufe of wilfulnefle and ftubborneneffe to worke, or doe runne 
away and beg in other places, then to'puniíh the fame accord- 
ing to their difcretions, with chaining, beating, or other wite, 
as thall feeme to them conuenient, And for the more further- 
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ance of the reliefe of fuch as are in vnfained miferie, and to 
whom charitie ought to be extended: Bec it enacted by autho- 
ritie aforefayde, that eucrie Suzday and Holiday after the reading 
of the Gofpell of the day, the Curate of euerie Parifh doe make 
(according to fuch talent as God hath given him) a godly and 
briefe exhortation to his Parifhoners, mouing and exciting them 
to remember the poore people, and the dutie of Chriftian cha- 
ritie, in relicuing of them which be their brethren in Chrift, 
borne in the fame Parifh, and needing their helpe. 

XVII. Prouided alwaies, that if it fhall chance any fuch ad- 
iudged apprentice, fervant, or flaue, as is before rehearfed, to 
haue inheritance defcended vnto him, or hir, or any other waies 
by the Lawes of this Realm, Ward, or Bondman, or Neife 
of bloud, by, or from any of his aunceftors, to any perfon or 
perfons, that then it fhalbe lawfull toany perfon or perfons, to 
whom any fuch Ward, Bondman, or Neife fhall apperteine, 
to take and feife fuch Wards, Bondmen, or Neifes, and them 
to returne and keepe as their Wards, Bondmen, or Neifes. 
And tbe faid Wards, Bondmen, and INeifes fhalbe difcharseed 
of the faid flauery or other feruitude or bondage aboue rehearfed - 
this ftatute or any thing therein conteined to the contrary in any 
wife notwithftanding. : 

XVIII. And alfo be it enacted, that if any fuch feruant, ap- 
prentice, flaue, or flaues, which fhall hauc at any time heer- 
after any aduancement or liuing, accrue, come, or growe vnto 
him, or any of them, whereby hee or they may haue a conue- 
nient liuing, that then and from thenceforth hee or they fo-be- 
ing aduanced, to bee difcharged of their flauerie, feruitude and 
bondage: this act or any thing therein conteined to the contrarie 
in any wife notwithítanding. And if any woman being a feruant 
apprentice, or flaue, as is aforefayde, being married within the 
age of twenty yeres without affent of her mafter, vntil fhe fhall 
accomplifh and come to the faid age of twenty yeres, only ex- 
cepted. 

XIX. Be it. alfo enacted, Thatall leprous and poore bedred 
crcatures whatíoeuer they bee, may at their owne libertie remaine 
and continue in fuch houfes appointed for leprous or bedred peo- 
ple, as they now be in, and fhall not be compelled to repaire 
into any other countries or places by vertue ofthis act: any thing 
therein conteined to tbe contrary notwithítanding. And that 
alfo it fhall bee lawfull vnto the fayde leprous and bedred people, 
for their better reliefes, to appoint their proctor or proctors, fo 
there be not appointed aboue the number of two períons, for an 
one houfe of leprous, bedred people, to gather the charitable 
almes of all fuch inhabitants as fhal be within the compaffe of 
foure miles, of any of the faid houfes of leprous and bedred 
perfonis. 

XX. And bee it ordeined and enacted by the authoritie aboue- 
faide, “Phat it fhall bee lawfull to euerie perfon, to whom any 
períon in forme abouefaid, (hall bce adiudgcd a flaue, to put a 
ing of iron about his necke, arme, or his leg, for a more 
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knowledge and furetie of the keeping of him. And that if any 
perfon or perfons doe take, or helpe to take any füch epnd of 
iron from any fuch flaue, that then euerie perfon fo doing, with- 
out licence or affent of his mafter, fhall forfeit for euery fuch de- 
fault ten pounds fterling. 

XXI. Bee it further enacted, That this prefent act fhall be- 
fore the firít day of March next comming, bee openly proclaimed 
in euerie Citie, corporate Town, and market Towne, vpon 
the market daie: and alfo from thenceforth thall yercly be read 
in euerie Shire openly, in two generall quarter Seffions of Peace, 
that is to fay, at the generall quarter Scifions next after Mid- 
jummer, and the generall quarter Seffions next after Chriffmaffe, 
to the intent that euerie perfon may haue knowledge thereof, 
and that this act fhall indure vnto the end of the next Par- 
liament. 

XXII. Prouided alwaies and bee it enacted, That it fhall bee 
lawfull to the Lord Chaunceller of England, or to the Lord 
Keeper of the great Seale for the time being, at their difcretions 
to grant commiffion vnder the great Seale of England, to euerie 
or any períon or perfons, that hath or fhall haue his or their 
houfes or barnes burnt, of fuch loffes, to gather the reliefe and 
charitie of others for their ayde and helpe of his or their loffes, 
decay, or hinderance, as in time hath paft beene vfed: any 
thing conteined in this act notwithítanding.

" “_ ver SM UCH as it is notorioufly feene and knowen, 
" that Vagabonds and Beggers doe daily increafe within this 
* the Kings highneffe Realme into very great numbers, chiefely 
* by occafion of idlenes, mother and root of all vices, whereby 
* doe infue continuall thefts, murders, confpiracies, and other 
* fundry heinous offences, and partly for that the good and 
* wholefome lawes and Statutes of this Rcalme, hath not beene 
* put in due execution, and partly alfo, by reafon of the mul- 
€ titude of the fame (the extreamitie of (ome whereof haue beene 
* occafion that they haue not beene put in vre) therefore, and 
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* for diuers good confiderations it is enacted by the King our 
« Souereigne Lord, with the affent of the Lords Spirituall and 
< lemporall, and the commons in this preíent Parliament af- 
NECS * fembled, and.by the authoritie of the fame: Trat the Sta- 
pum tute made in the firft yeere of the Kings highnes moft noble 
regne concerning idle períons and V acabonds in certaine cafes, 
to be made flaues and fo forth, and all and euery article, matter, 
prouifo, branch, and fentence therein contained, fhall be from 
o r A vtterly repealed, made fruftrate, voide, and of none 
effect. | 
Confirmation. II. And that the Statute concerning how aged impotent per- 
fons fhould be ordered for their better reliefe, and how Vaca- 
bonds and ítrong Beggers fhould be punifhed, made in the 
xxii. yeere of the late King of moft famous memorie King 
Henrie the eight, and euery matter, article, prouifo, branch, and 
fentence therein contained, to be from hencefoorth reuiued, 
made good, and ftand in full ftrength and vertue, and fhall con- 
tinue and remaine a perfect act of Parliament for euer. 

III. And be it therefore enacted by the authoritie aforefayd, 
"That all Juftices Of peace, and euery of them within the limits 
of their commiílion, and the Maiors, Shiriffes, Bailiffes, and 
other officers within their feueral rules and offices, fhall within 
their feueral limits affemble together and make their feueral di- 
uifion, according to the purport and effect of this act, at the 
next generall quarter feffions of the peace to be holden after the 
feaít of Eaffer next to come, for the due, fpeedy and diligent 
execution of the fame act. And that if any fuch aged or im- 
potent períon after the feaft of Ea/?er next to come, fhall offend 
contrary to this Statute, that then the fayd offendor fhall be 
víed and punifhed, as in the fame Statute of the two and twen- 
tieth yeere of King Henrie the eight is provided. And that be- 
fore the feaft of Ea/fer no punifhment (hall be put in execution 
againít any fuch impotent, lame, and aged perfon, but only by 
the difcretion of the next Juftice of peace of the fame Shire where 
íuch an offendor fhall be apprehended, any thing in the fayd Act 
to the contrarie notwithftanding. 

IV. And for the auoiding of the idle loitering of common 
labourers of husbandry within this Realme: be it enacted by 
the authoritie aforefayd, That fuch common labourers, being 
perfons able in body, vfing loitering, and refufing to worke for 
fuch reafonable wages as is moft commonly given in the partes 
where fuch perfons (hall dwell, fhall bee for every fuch time as 
he or they refufe to labour, hauing reafonable wages, as 1s afore- 
fayd, adiudged V acabonds, and fthall be punifhed as {trong and 
mighty Vacabonds, in fuch maner and forme as is declared in 
the fayd act of two and twentith againft vacabonds. And touch- 
ing maimed, lamed and fore, aged and impotent perfons, which re- 
forte to the Citie of Loudon, and to other Cities, Townes and vil- 
lages on begging: Bee it enacted by the authoritie aforefayd, ‘Phat 
all and fingular Maiors, Shiriffes, Bailitfes, Confítables, or 
other head officers of any Citie, T'owuc or village, to E 
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Tuch refort is, or fhal be, fhall before the feaft of the Parifica- 
tion of our Lady next following, fee all fuch idle, impotent, 
mainied, and aged perfons who otherwife cannot by their dif- 
cretions be taken for vacabonds, which were borne within the 
fayd Citie, Towne or village, or haue, beene there moft conuer- 
farid abiding by the fpace of three yeeres, and now decaied, be- 
{towed and prouided for, of the Tenantries, Cottages, or other 
conuenient houfes to be lodged in, at the cofts and charges of 
the fayd Cities, Townes, Boroughs, and villages, there to be 
relieued, and cured by the deuotion of good people of the fayd 
Citie, Borough, Towne or village, and that they doe not fuffer 
after the time before rehearfed, any other then fuch as either 
were borne, or hath been for the moft part conuerfant, or abid- 
ing by the fpace of three yeeres, as is aforefayd in the fayd Bo- 
rough, Towne, or Village, to remaine and beg abroad within 
the precinéts of fuch Cities, Townes, Villages, or Boroughs. 
Except it be fuch as baue letters, or are authorifed or licenfed by force 
ofthis Act : Upon paine that euery fuch Maiors, Shiriffes, and 
ailiffes, Conftable, or other head officer, by what name foeuer 
he be called, fuffering any perfon to beg within the precin& of 
‘his or their fuch iurifdiction, other then is before rehearfed, for 
euery three daies fhall forfeit ten fhillings, to whom foeuer will 
fue therefore, by bill, information, or A&ion of debt, in any 
Court of record, in the which futes, no Effoine, ne wager of 
law, or protection fhall be allowed for the defendant. 
|. V. And beit further enacted by the authoritie aforefayd, That 
the Maior of the Citie of London, and all other Maiors, Bailiffes, 
Shiriffes, Conftables, and other head officers of euery Citie, 
Borough, or Towne corporate, and of euery other Towne and 
Village, doe with all conuenient fpeede by themfelues or their 
fufficient deputies, before the feaít of the Purification of our Lady 
next comming, and fo from time to time euery. moneth once, 
make a view and examination of aged, impotent, and lame 
perfons, beggers, as be within the precinct of their iurifdictions, 
and fee all fuch s were not borne nor haue beéne for the moft 
‘part conueríant and abiding by the fpace of three yeeres com- 
lete; or haue not letters, and authorifed or licenfed by.the 
orce of this Statute, conueied on horfeback, Cart, or other- 
‘wife, as fhall feem by their difcretions, to thé next Conftables, 
and they to conueie the fame to the next Conftables, and fo from 
Conftable to Conftable, till the fayd perfons be brought to the 
place where they were borne, or moft conueríant and abiding, 
as is aforefayd,. there to be prouided for, kept and nourifhed of 
Almes, as is.aforefayd, vpon the paine that euery fuch Maior, 
Shiriffe or Conftable, headborough, or other head officers, not 
making view, nor fending or conueying away, nor receiuing or 
not prouiding, as is before appointed, according to the true 
purport or meaning of this Act, to forfeit for euery fuch default 
ten fhillings, whereof the one halfe fhali be £o the pom m. 
the other to the party that will fue thereforein any of the Sings 
Courts of record, by bill, information, Action of debt, in the 
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which futes, no Effoine, wager of law, or Protection fhall be 
allowed for the defendant. 

VI. Prouided alwaies, and be it enacted by the authoritie 
aforefayd, That if any of the fayd aged, maimed, or impotent 
perfons, of the Cities, Townes, or villages where they were 
borne in, or had their moft abiding, as 1s aforefayd, be not fo 
Jame or impotent, but that they may worke in fome maner of 
worke: thatthen fuch Citie, Towne, Parifh or Village, doe ei- 
ther in common prouide fome fuch worke for them, as they may 
be occupied in, or appoint them to fuch as will find them worke 
fcr meate and drinke. And if they refufe of wilfulneffe and 
ftubborneffe to worke, or do runne away.and beg in other 
places, then to punifh the fame according to their diícretions, 
with ftocking, beating, or otherwife as (hall feeme conuenient. 

VII. Be it alfo enacted by the authority aforefayd, That all 
leproufe and poore bedred creatures, whatfoeuer they be, may 
at their owne liberty remaine and continue in fuch houfes as are 
appointed for leproufe or bedred people, as they now be in, and 
fhall not be compelled to repaire into any other Countries or 
places by vertue of this Act, any thing therein contained to the 
contrary notwithftanding. And thatalfo it thal! be lawful unto 
the fayd leproufe and bedred people, for their better relief to ap- 
point their proctor or proctors, fo there be not appointed aboue 
the number of two perions, for any one houfe of leprofie or bed- 
red people, to gather thecharitable almes of all fuch inhabitants, 
as fhall be within the compafíe of foure miles of any of the íayd 
houfes of leproufe and bedred people. 

VIII. Prouided alwaies, and be it enacted by the authoritie 
aforefayd, That it fhall be lawfull to the Lord Chancellor of 
England, or Lord Keeper of the grcat feale for the time being, 
at their difcretions to grant commiflion vnder the great feale of 
England, to euery or any perfon or perfons, that hath, or fhall 
haue his or their houfes or barnes burnt, or fuch loffes, or to 
juch as be or fhall be leproufe perfons, to gather the relief and 
charitie of others for their relief, or for their aid, and helpe of his 
or their loffes, decay, or hinderance, as in time paít hath been 
vied, any thing in this Act notwithftanding. 

IX. And be it further enacted by the authoritie aforefaid, 
"I hat all and cuery Statute and Act of Parliament made for pu- 
nifhment of vacabonds, flaues, aged and impotent perfons, or 
any of them, and euery Article, fentence, claufe or provifo, 
therein contained, other then this prefent Act and Statute made, 


and the fayd Act made in the faid two and twentith yeere, fhall 
be from henceforth vtterly void, repealed, and of no effect or 
force. | 


* X. And forafmuch as diuers men and women going on 
begging, impotent and lame, and fome able inough to labour, 
doe carry children about with them of tender age, and fome 
of four, fiue or fixe yecres of age, or yonger, or elder, which 
beino once brought vp in idleneffe, will hardly be brought af- 
ter to any good kind of labour, paine, trauell or feruice:? 
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Be it enacted by the authoritie aforefayd, That if any child 
aboue the age of fiue yeeres, and vnder the age of fourteene, go 
about wandering, as is aforefayd, or elfe alone, in cafe any maner 
perfon that is able to keep any fuch child, will take it, be it male 
or female, of and from any fuch begger being the father or mo- 
ther thereof, nourither or keeper, whether they be willing or 
not, or without any fuch Nurffe, father, mother or keeper, by 
him or her felfe wandring, and bring fuch child fo taken, before 
one of the Conftables of the Parifh, where the child fhall fo 
fortune to be taken vp, and at the next cenerall quarter Seffions 
to be holden in the Shire next to the place where the fayd tak- 
ing vp fhall fortune to be, prefent the fame in the prefence of the 
fayd Conftable, before the Juftices of peace at the fame Seflions, 
and there in open Seffions promife to bring the fame child vp

XI. And if it fha!l fortune fuch child fo adiudged to runn away 
at any time, once, or more times, from his, or her Maifter or 
Miftreffe, that then it fhall be lawfull for cuery fuch Maifter or 
Mliftreffe, to take the fayd child againe, and to keepe and punifh 
the fayd child in the ftockes, or otherwife by difcretion, or other- 
wife atthe liberty of fuch Maifter or Miftreffe, to haue a warrant 
from any Juftice of peace in the fame Shire where the child fo 
runns away, for fuch child running away, or going away, as is 
prouided by the Statute of labourers, for fuch feruants as de- 
part away from their Maifter or Miftreffe, without a reafonable 
caufe before the end of their tearm. : 

XII. And that euery Juftice of peace fhall by force of this 
Act haue authoritie and power, to make fuch warrant againft 
euery fuch perfon fo going, and running away, in like forme as 
they or any of them may doe againft any feruant departing out 
of his Maifters feruice without licenfe, or reafonable caufe, and 
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bv force of the fame warrant, the child fo running or goin 
away, to be taken and ordered in euery degree, as is prouide 
by the iayd Statute of labourers for feruants departing out of 
their Maier or Miftreffe feruice, as is aforefayd. . 

Ail. And be it further enacted by the authoritie aforefayd, 
Tht if, and as often as it {ball chance the father, mother, 
nurffe, or other bearer about of the child, or any other perfon 
or perfons, to fteale, or intile away any fuch child, adiudged 
for a feruant, as is aforefayd, that then, and fo often it fhall be 
lawiull for the maifter, or miftreffe of the fame child to be at his 
or their liberty, to take an Action vpon the Statute of labourers, 
againft euery fuch perfon fo ftealing, or intifing away fuch child as 
he or they might haue, by reafon of the faid Statute for labourers, 
againft him, or them that retaines any mans feruant out of his 
feruice, before the end of the fayd tearme, or elfe to take an 
Action of Trefpaffe againft fuch offendor, in which Action hee 
fhall recouer his daminages, and treble coftes of his fute. _ 

XIV. Prouided alwaies, and be it enacted by the authoritie 
aforefayd, That if the Mlaifter, or iVIiftreffe, to whom fuch 
child as is aforefayd fhall be adiudged to be feruant, be vnrea- 
fonable in ordering, and bringing vp of fuch child, that then 
at all times vpon complaint made at the generall quarter Seffions 
of the peace, in the Countie where the fayd child íhall be by 
two honeft neighbours of the fame place, or Towne where the 
faid child fhall fortune to be fo vnreafonably ordered, if it fhall 
appeare by honeft witnefie to the Juftices of peace at the fame 
Seifions that the complaint thereof made fhall be true, then the 
Juftices of peace at their generall Seffions in the fame Shire, 
where fuch complaint fhall be made, fhall by vertue of this Act 
haue authoritie and power to difcharge the fayd child from his or 
their vnreafonable maifter, or miftretie, and appoint the fame to 
fome oiher honeft maifter, or miftref'e, vnto the fayd ages, to be 
ordered in euery degree as the fayd child fhould haue beene with, 
his former maifter or miitreffe, and that order, and appointment 
to be written in the Booke of the Clearke of the peace, for the 
which entrie the faid Clearke of the peace {hall haue foure pence 
for his labour, and not aboue, and in like maner fhall have foure 
pence and not aboue, for the firft entrie of thechildto be feruant, as 
is e ne to be payd by the maifter,or miftreffe of the fayd child. 

XV. Prouided alwaies, and be it enacted by the authoritie 
aforefayd, That if the woman child to be appointed a feruant, 
as is aforefayd, te married afore her age of 15. yeeres, that then 
by that marriage, (thé fhall be dif{charged of feruice. This act 
or any thing therein contained to the contrarie notwithífítanding. 

XVI. Prouided alwaies, and be it enacted by the authoritie 
aforefaid, That all and euery vacabond, or begger, being borne 
in any other nation, or Countrie then within this Realme, fhall 
in maner, and formie aforefayd, and vpon the forfeitures, and 
penalties before mentioned, bee conueyed from place to place, 
or to the place, or marches next adioyning, to his or their na- 
fue countrie, or to the next Port, if there be a fea betweene 
this Realme, and his or their faide countries, there to be kept 
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of the inhabitants of the faid next Port, in conuenient labour 
from idlenefse, or otherwife till they may be conueyed ouer, and 
then at the cofts of the inhabitants of the faid Port, if them- 
felues fhall not haue wherewith, to be conueyed oucr into their 
natiue countries.

F ORASMUCH as it is perceiued by many graue and wife 
men, afwell of the Citie of London, as of tbe Countrey, that 
at were very commodious and profitable, both for the Citie and the 
Countrey, that the River of Lee, otherwife called Ware River, 
might be brought within the land, to the North part of the fayd 
Citie of London, the fame to be cut out of the fayd River, in the 
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moji npn and meetef? place of tbe fayd Riuer of Lee, to baue from Further im-

uenient and meete cut, as mây ferue for the nauigation of Barges and 7° 


other ve[fels for tbe carriage and conueying afwellof all Mercbandifes, 
sorne, and viéluals, as other neceffaries, from the Towne of Ware, 
and all other places neere the faid Riuer, unto the fayd Citie of Lon- 
don, and from the fayd Citie, to the fayd places, and the Towne y 
Ware, and alfo for Tiltbotes and Whirrtes, for conueying of the 
Queenes fubiec?s to and fro, to their great cafe and commoditie. In 
confideration of the premiffes, and y diuers fundry commodious, pro- 
fitable, and beneficiall caufes, which are like to tnfue to tbe bodie of 
this common wealth, and fo incidently to many particuler per/ons : Be 
it enacted by the Queenes moft excellent Maieftie, with the af- 
fent of the Lords Spirituall and Temporall, and the commons 
in this prefent Parliament affembled, and by the authoritie of 
the fame, That it fhall be lawfull to the Lord Maior, Com- 
minaltie, and Citizens of the Citie of London, and their fuc- 
ceflors, at any time or times hereafter, to beginne and continue 
the laying out of fuch conuenient limits of ground, for the 
making of the trench for the fayd Riuer, at fuch breadth, as to 
them and their deputies and workemen fhall be feene conueni- 
ent and mecte for the fame, and in that place tbat they fhall 
find to be moft apt and meete for that purpole, to haue, take, 
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pnd ufe for the purpofe abouefayd, fuch and fo much ground 
during, and by all the length as the fayd new Channel, cut, or 
Riuer, fhall paffe, as (hall be requifite for the conueying of the 
fayd water, and alfo fifty or threefcore foote, in bredth on each 
fide of the fayd Riuer, by all the length of the fame: fo alway 
that they doe not in any one place, take in breadth both in

CAP. III. 
An AE for the reliefe of tbe poore. 


B E E it enacted by the autherity of this prefent Parliament, That 
the Churchwardens of euery -parifh, and foure fubftantiall 


houfeholders there being Subfidie men, or for want of Subfidie 
men, foure other fubítantiall houfeholders of the faid parifh, 
who fhall be nominated yeerely in Eafter weeke, vrider the hand 
and Seale of two or more Juftices of the peace in the fame 
County, whereof one to be of the Quorum, dwelling in, or neere 
the fame parifh, fhall be called ouerfeers of the poore of the 
fame parifh, and they or the greater part of them fhall take or- 
der from time to time, by, and with the confent of two or more 
fuch Juftices of peace, for fetting to worke of the children of 
all fuch whofe parents fhall not by the faid perfons be thought 
able to keepe and mainteine their children. And alfo all fuch 
perfons married or vnmarried, as hauing no means to mainteine 
them, víe no ordinary and dayly trade of life to get their liuing 
by, and alfo to raife weekely or otherwife (by taxation of euery 
inhabitant, and euery occupier of lands in the faid parih, in 
fuch competent fum and fums of money as they fhall think fit) 
a conuenient ftocke of Flaxe, Hempe, Wooll, Threed, Iron, 
and other neceíflary ware and ftuffe to fet the poore on worke, 
and alfo competent fums of money, for, and towards the ne- 
ceflary reliefe of the lame, impotent, old, blind, and fuch other 
among them being poore, and not able to. work, & alfo for the 
puting out of fuch children to be apprentices, to be gathered 
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out of the fame parifh, according to the abili 
and to doe and execute all other things as 
of the faid ftockc, as otherwife concerning the premiffes, as to 
them {hall feeme conuenient : which faid churchwardens and 
ouerfeers fo to bee nominated, or fuch of them as fhall not bee 
et by fickneffe or other iuft excufe, to bee allowed by fuch two 
Juttices of peace or more, fhall meete together at the leaft once 
euery moneth in the Church of the faid parifh, vpon the Sun- 
day in the afternoone, after diuine Seruice, there to confider of 
fome good courfe to be taken, and of fome meete orders to bee 
fet downe in the premiffes, and fhall within foure dayes after 
the end of their yeere, and after other ouerfeers nominated as 
aforefaid, make and yeeld vp to fuch two Juftices of peace, a 
true and perfect account of all fums of monie by them receiued 


or rated and feffed, and not receiued: and alfo of fuch ftocke 
as fhall be in their hands, or in the 


hands of any of the poore 
to worke, and of all other things concerning their faid Office, 
and fuch fum or fums of monie as fhal be in their hands, fhall 


pay and deliuer ouer to the faid Churchwardens and ouerfeers, 
newly nominated and appointed as aforefaid, vpon paine that 
cuery one of them, abfenting themfelues without lawfull caufe 
as aforefaid, from fuch moncthly meeting for the purpofe afore- 
fayd, or being negligent in their office, or in the execution of 
the orders aforefaide, beeing made by, and with the affent of 
the fayde Juftices of Peace, to forfeit for cuery {fuch default, 
twentie fhillings. And be it alfo enacted, That if the fayd Ju- 
{tices of Peace doe perceiue that the Inhabitaunts of anie Parifh 
are not able to leuie among themíelues fuficient fummes of 
money for the purpofes aforefayd, that’ then the faid Juftices 
fhall, and may taxe, rate, and affefse, as atorefayd, anie other 
of other Parifhes, or out of any Parifh within the hundred 
where the fayde Parifh is, to pay fuch fumme and f{ummes of 
money to the Churchwardens and Querfeers of the fayde poore 
Parith, for the fayde purpofes, as the fayde Juftices fhall thinke 
fit, according to the intent of this Lawe. And if the fayde 
Hundred fhall not bee thought to the fayd Juftices, able, and 
fit to relieue. the fayde feuerall Parifhes not able to prouide for 
themfelues as aforefayde, then the Juttices of Peace, at their 
generall Quarter Seffions, or the greater number of them, fhall 
rate, and aífeffe, as aforefayde, anie other of other Parifhes, or 
out of any Parifh within the fayde Countie, for the 
aforcfayd, as in their difcretion fhall feeme fit. 

II. And that it fhall be lawfull for the fayd Church wardens 
and Ouerícers, or anie of them, by warrant from anie two 
fuch Juítices of Peace, to leuie as wcll the fayd fummes of mo- 
ney of euery one that fhall refufe to contribute according as 
they (hall be affeffed, by diftreffe and fale of the offendours 
£oods, as the fummes of money or ftocke which fhall be be- 
hind vpon any account to be made as aforefayd, rendering to the 
partie the overplus, and in defect of fuch diftreffe, it fhall be 
lawfull for any fuch two Juftices of the Peace, to commit him to

tie of the faid parifh, 
well for the difpofing 


purpofes. 
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Prifon, there to remayne without bayle or maineprife, till pay- 
ment of the fayd fumme or ftocke. And the fayd Juftices of 
Peace or any one of them, to fend to the houfe of Correction 
fuch, as fhall not imploy themfelues to worke, beeing appoynted 
thereunto as aforefayd : Andalfo any two fuch Juftices of eace, 
to commit to Prifon euery one of the fayde Churchwardens and 
Ouerfeers, which fhall refufe to accompt, there to remayne 
without Bayle or Mayneprife, till hee haue made a true accompt, 
and fatisfied and payed fo much as upon the fayde accompt 
fhall be remayning in his hands. 

III. And be it further enacted, That it fhall bee lawfull for 
the fayd Churchwardens and Querfeers, or the greater part of 
them, by the affent of anie two Juftices of the Peace, to bind 
anie fuch children as aforefayd to be Apprentices, where they 
fhall fee conuenient, till fuch manchild fhall come to the age 
of foure and twentie yeares, and fuch woman-child to the age 
of one and twentie yeares: The fame to be as effectuall to all 
purpofes as if fuch child were of full age, and bv indenture of 
Couenant bound him or her felfe. And to the intent, that necef- 
farte places of habitation may more conuenieutly be prouided P iod P in i 
poore impotent people. Be it enacted by the authoritie afore ayd, 
That it fhall and may be lawfull for the fayd Churchwardens 
and Overfeers, or the greater part of them, by the leaue of the 
Lord or Lords of the Manor, whereof anie waft or common 
within their Parifh is or fhall be parcell, and vpon agreement 
before with him or them made in Writing, vnder the hands and 
Seales of the fayd Lord or Lords, or otherwife, according to anie 
order to be fet downe by the Juftices of Peace of the fayde 
county, at their generall Quarter Seflions, or the greater part 
of them, by like leaue and agreement, of the fayd Lord or Lords 
in Writing vnder his or their hands and Seales, to erect, build, 
and fet vp in fit and conuenient places of habitation, in fuch 
wafte or common, at the generall charges of the Parifh, or 
otherwife of the hundred or Countie as a orefayde, to beé tax- 
ed, rated, and gathered, in manner before exprefled, conuenient 
houfes of dwelling for the fayd impotent poore, and alfo to place 
Inmates, or more families then one in one cottace or houfe: 
One Act made in the one and thirtieth yeare of her Maiefties 
raigne, intituled, An Act againft the erecting and maintainin 
of cottages, or any rhing therein contained to the contrary note 
withítanding. 

IV. Prouided alwayes, ‘That if any perfon or perfons fhall find 
themfelues grieued with any Seffe or Taxe, or other Act done 
by the fayd Churchwardens, and other perfons, or by the fayd 
Juftices of Peace, that then it fhall bee lawfull for the Juftices 
of Peace at their generall quarter Seffions, or the greater num- 
ber of them, to take fuch order therein as to them {hall be 
thought conuenient, and the fame to conclude and bind all the 
faid parties. ` 

V. And be it further. enacted, That the parents or children 
of cucric poore, olde, blinde, lame, and impotent perfon or 


other 
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other poore perfon, not able to worke, being of fufficient abi- 
litie, fhall at their owne charges, relicuc and maintaine euery 
fuch poore perfon in that manner, and according to that rate, 
as by the Juttices of Peace of that Countie where fuch fufficient 
períons dwell, or the greater number of them, at their penerall 
quarter Seffions fhall be affeffed, vpon payne that euery one of 
them to forfeit xx. s. for euery moneth, which they fhall faile 
therein. 

VI. And be it further hereby enacted, That the Maiors, 
Bailiffes, or other head! Officers of euery corporate Towne 
within this Realme being Juftice or Juftices of Peace, fhall 
haue the fame authoritie by vertue of this Act, within the li- 
mits and precincts of their corporations, afwel out of Seflions, 
as at their Seffions, as is herein limitted, prefcribed and ap- 
pointed to any of the Juftices of Peace of the Countie, for all 
the vfes and purpofes in this Acte prefcribed4, and no other Ju- 
{tices of Peace to enter or meddle there. 

VII. And be it alfo enacted, That if it fhall happen any 
Parifh to extend it felfe into moe Counties then one, or part to 
lye within the liberties of any Citie or Towne corporate, and 
part without, that then, afwell the Juftices of Peace of euerie 
Countie, as alfo the head officers of fuch citie or towne corpo- 
rate, flmall deale and intermeddle only in fo much of the faid 
parifh as lieth within their libertie, and not any further. 

VIII. And be it further enacted by the authoritie aforefaid, 
That from the firft day of INouember next enfuing the end of 
this Seffion of parliament, no perfon or perfons whatfoeuer (hall 
£oe wandring abroad, and begge in any place wherefoeuer, by 
licence or without, vpon paine to be efteemed, taken, and pu- 
nifhed as a Rogue. 

IX. Prouided alwaies, ‘That this prefent Act fhall not extend 
to anie poore people, which (hall afk reliefe of victualls onely 
in the fame parifh where fuch poore people doe dwell, fo the 
fame be in fuch time onely, and according to fuch order and 
direction, as (hall be made and appointed by the Churchwardens 
and Querteers of the poore of the fame Parifh, according to the 
true intent and meaning of this Act. 

AX. And further be it enacted by the authoritie aforefayd, 
that all penalties and forfcitures before mentioned in this Act, 
fhall goe and be imployed to the vfe of the poore of the fame 
Parifh, and towardes a ítocke and habitation for them, and 
other necefiarie vfes and reliefe, as before in this Act are men- 
tioned and expreffed, and fhall be leuied by the fayde Church- 
wardens and Ouerfeers, or one of them, by warrant from anie 
two fuch Juftices of Peace by diftreffe & fale, as atorefayd, or 
in defect thereof, it fhal be lawful for anie two fucb Juftices of 
Peace to commit the otfender to prifon, there to remayne with- 
out bayle or mayneprife, till the faid forfeitures fhall be tatished 
and payed: And forafmucb as all begging is forbidden by this pre- 
tut A

XI. Bee it further enacted by the authoritie aforefayd, That 
the Juftices of Peace of euery Countie or place corporate, or the 
more part of them in their generall Seffions to be holden, next 
after the end of this Seffion of Parliament, or in default thereof, 
at the Quarter Seffions to be holden, about the Feaft of Eafter 


next, fhall rate euery Pari(h to fuch a weekely fumme of money 


as they fhall think conucnient, fo as no Parifh be rated aboue 
the fumme of fixe pence, nor vnder the fumme of an halfe- 
pennie, weekely to bee payed, and fo as the totall funime of 
fuch taxation of the Parifhes in euerie Countie, amount not 
aboue the rate of two pence for euerie Parifh in the fayde Coun- 
tie, which fummes fo taxed, fhall bee yeareiy affeffed by the 
agreement of the Parifhioners within themfelues, or in default 
thereof by the Churchwardens and Conftables of the fame Pa- 
ri(h, or the more part of them, or in default of their agree- 
ment, by the order of fuch Juftice or Juftices of Peace as fhall 
dwell in the fame Parifh, or (if ncne be there dwelling) in the 
parts next adioyning : And if any perfon fhall refufe, or neglect 
to pay any fuch portion of money fo taxed, it fhall be lawfull 
for the fayd Church wardens and Conftables, or in their default 
for the Juftices of the Peace, to leuie the fame by diftreffe, and 
fale of the goods of the partie fo refufing or neglecting, render- 
ing to the partie the overplus, and in default of fuch diftreffe, 
it fhall be lawfull to any Juftice of that limit, to commit fuch 
perfons to prifon, there to abide without bayle or maynepriíe 
til] he haue payed the fame.

XII. And bee it alfo enacted, that the fayd Juftices of the Peace, 
at their general] Quarter Seffions to bee holden at the time of 
fuch taxation, fhall fet downe what competent fumme of mo- 
ney fhall be fent quarterly out of euery countie or place corpo- 
rate, for the reliefe of the poore Prifoners of the Kings Bench, 
and Mafhaltey, and alfo of fuch Hotpitalls, and Almes-houfes, 
as fhall be in the fayd Countie, and what fummes of money 
fhall be fent to euery one of the fayde Hofpitalls, and Almes- 
houfíes, fo as there be fent out of euery Countie yearely twen- 
tie fhillings at the leaít, to the fayde Prifoners of the Kings

In OR the fuppreffing of Rogues, Vagabonds, and fturdie 
. Bepgers:’ Bee it enacted by the authoritie of this prefent 
Parliament, that from and after the Feaft of Ea/7;7 next com- 
ming, all Statutes heretofore made forthe punifhment of Rogues, 
Uagabonds, or fturdie Beggers, or for the erection or mainte- 
naunce ef houfes of Correction, or touching the fame, fhall for 
fo much as concerneth the fame be vtterly repealed: And that 
from and after the faid Feaít of Eaftcr, from time to time it 
fhall and may be lawfull to and for the Iuftices of Peace of anie 
Countie or Citie in this Realme, or the Dominions of Wales, 
affembled at any quarter Seflions of the Peace within the fame 
Countie, Citic, Borough, or Towne corporate, or the more part 
of them, to fet downe order to erect, and to caufe to be erected. 
one or more houfes of Correction within their feuerall Counties 
or Cities: for the doing and performing whereof, and for the 
prouiding of ftockes of money, and all othcr things neceffary 
for the fame, and for raifing and goucrning of the fame, and 
for correction and punifhment of offenders thither to be com- 
mitted, fuch orders as the fame Iuftices or the more part of 
them (hall from time to time take, reforme, or fet downe in 
any their faid quarter Seffions in that behalfe fhal be of force, 
and be duely performed and put in execution. 

II. And be it alfo further enacted by the authoritie aforefaid, 
Trat all perfons calling themfelves Schollers going about beg- 
ing, all Sea-faring-men pretending loíles of their fhippes or 
goods on the Sea going about the countrie begging, All idle per- 
fons going about in anie countrie either begging or vfing any 
(ubtile craft, or vnlawfull games and playes, or fayning them- 
felues to haue knowledge in Phifiognomic, Palmeftrie, or other 
like craftie fcience, or pretending that they can tell deftenies, 
fortunes, or fuch other like fantafticall imaginations: All Der- 
fons that bee, or vtter themfelues to be Proctors, Procurers, 
Patent gatherers, or Collectors for Gaoles, Prifons, or Hofpi- 
talls: AI] Fencers, Berewards, common Players of Enterludes, 
and Miinttrells, wandering abroad (other then Players of Enter- 
ludes belonging to anie Baron of this Realme, or anie other ho- 
nourable perfonage of greater degree, to bee authorifed to play 
vnder the hand and Seale of Armes ot fuch Baron or perfonage ) 
All Iuglers, “Vinckers, Pedlers, and pettie Chapmen wandering 
abroad, All wandering perfons and common Labourers, being 
Perfons able in body, vting loytering, 3nd refuting to worke for 
fuch reafonable wages, as is taxed or çomincnly viuen in fuch 
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parts, where fuch perfons doe, or thal] happen to dwell or abide, 
not hauing liuing otherwife to maintaine themfelues, All Per- 
{ones dcliuered out of Gaoles that begge for thcir fees, or other- 
wife do trauel begging: All fuch perfons as (hall wander abroad 
begging, pretending loffes by fire, or otherwife: And all fuch 
perfons not being felons, wandering and pretending themfelues 
to be Egyptians, or wandering in the habite, forme, or attire of 
counterfeiting Egyptians, fhall be taken, adiudecd, and deemed 
Rogues, Vagabonds, and fturdie beggers, and fhal! fuftaine fuch 


paine and punifhments, as by this Act is in that behalfe ap- 
pointed. 


Ill. And be it enacted by the authoritie aforefaid, that euery 
perfon which is by this prefent Act declared to be a Rozuce, Va- 
gabond, or fturdie begger, which thall be at any time after the 
fayd Feaft of Eaffer next comming, taken begging, vagrant, 
wandering, or mitordering themfelues in any part of this Realme, 
or the Dominion of 775/z:, fhall vpon their apprchenfion by the 
appoyntment of anie Iuftice of the Peace, Conftable, Headbo- 
rough, or Tythingman of the fame Countie, Hundred, Parith, 
or Lything, where fuch perfon fhall bee taken, the Tything- 
man or Headborough, being affifted therein with the aduife of 
the Minifter, and one other of that Parifh, bee ftripped naked 
from the middle vpwards, and fhall be openlv whipped vntill 
his or her bodie be bloudie: and fhall bee forthwith fent from 
Parifh to Parifh, by the Officers of eueric the fame, the next 
ftreight way to the Parifh where he was borne, if the fame may 
be knowne by the parties confeflion, or otherwiíe. And if the 
fame bee not knowne, then to the Parifh where he or the laft 
dwelt before the fame punifhment, by the fpace of one whole 
yeare, there to put him, or her felfe to labour as a true fubiect 
ought to doe: Or not being knowne where hee or thee was 
borne or laft dwelt, then to the Pariíh through which hee or 
fhee laft pafled without punifhment. After which whipping the 
fame perfon fhall haue a teftimoniall fubícribed with the hand, 
and fealed with the fcale of the fame Iuftice of the Peace, Con- 
ftable, Headborouch, or lythingman, and of the Minifter of 
the fame i'arifh, or anie two of them, teftitying that the fame 
perfon hath beene puni(hed according to this Act, and men- 
tioning the day and place of his or her punifhment, and the 
place whereunto fuch perfon is limited to goe, and by what 
time the faid perfon is limited to pafle thither at his perill. And 
i£ the faid perfon through his or her default doe not accomplifh 
the order appointed by the faid teitimoniall, “hen to be eftfoones 
taken and whipped, and fo as often as any default fhall be found 
in him or her, contrary to the forme of this Statute, in cuerie 
place to be whipped, till fuch perfon be repayred to the place 
limited: "The fubttance of which teftimoniall fhall be regiftred 
by the Minifter of that Parith, in a booke to be prouided for 
that purpofe, vpon payne to forfeit fiue thillings for euerie de- 
fault thereof: And the partie fo whipped and not knowne where 
hec or fhe was borne, or laft dwelt by the fpace of a yeare, - 
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by the officers of the faid village where he or fhe fo laft paft 
through without punifhment, be conueicd to the houfe of cor- 
rection of the limit wherein thc faid village ftandeth, or to the 
common gaole of that county or place, there to remaine and 
be employed in worke, vntill he or fhe fhall be placed in fome 
feruice, and fo to continue by the fpace of one yeare, or not being 
able of body vntill he or fhee fhall bee placed, to remaine in 
fome Almethoufe in the fame countic or place. 

IV. Prouided alwayes, and be it enacted, if any of the faid 
Rogues fhall appeare to be daungerous to the inferiour fort of 
people where they fhall be taken, or otherwife be fuch as will 
not be reformed of their roguifh kind of life, by the former 
prouifions of this Act, That in eucry fuch cafe it fhall and 
may be lawful] to the faid Juftices of the limit where any fuch 
Rogue fhall be taken, or any two of them, whereof one to be 
of the Quorum, to commit that Rogue to the houfe of Correc- 
tion, or otherwife to the gaole of the Countie, there to remaine 
vntill their next quarter Seffions to be holden in that Countie, 
and then fuch of the fame Rogues fo committed, as by the Ju- 
{tices of the Peace then and there prefent, or the moft part of 
them, fhall be thought fit not to be deliuered, fhall and ma 
Jawfully by the fame Juftices cr the moft part of them, be ban- 
ifhed out of this Realme, and all other the dominions thereof, 
and at the charges of that countrie, fhall be conueied vnto fuch 
parts beyond the Seas, as fhall be at any time hereafter for that 
purpofe afligned by the priuy Counfel vnto her Maiefty, her 
heires or fucceffors, or by any 6. or more of them, whereof 
the L. Chancellor or Lord Keeper of the great Seale, or the 
Lord Treafurer for the time being to be one, Or otherwife be 
iudged perpetually to the Gallies of this Realmoe, as by the fame 
Juftices or the moft part of them it thall be thought fit and ex- 
pedient. Andif any fuch Rogue fo banifhed as aforefaid, fhail 
returne againe into any part of tbis Realme or dominion of 
Males, without lawful] licence or warrant fo to doe, that in 
euery fuch cafe fuch offence fhall be Fellony, and the party of- 
fending therein fuffer death as in cafe of Fellony: The faide 
Fellony to be heard and determined in that County of this 
calme or Vales, in which the offender fhall be apprehended. 

V. And be it alfo enacted by the authority aforefaid, that if 
any towne, parifh, or village, the Conítable, Headborough, or 
Tythingman be negligent and doe not his or their beft en- 
deuours for the apprehenfion of fuch vacabond, Rogue, or ftur- 
dy begger which there fhall be found contrary to the forme cf 
this prefent Act, and to caufe euery of them to bee punifhed 
and conueighed according to the true meaning of this prefent 
act, that then the faid Con(table, Headborough, or Tythingman, 
in whom fuch default fhall be, fhall loofe and forfeit for euery 
fuch default ten fhillings. And alto if any perfon or períons 
doe in any wife difturbe or let the execution of this Law or any 
part thereof, concerning the punifhment or conueying of Rogues, 
yacabonds, fturdy beggers, or the reliefe or fetling of poore im- 
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potent perfons in any maner of wife, or make refcuffie againft 
any officer or perfon authorized by this prefent act for the due 
execution of any the premiiles, the fame perfon fo offending, 
fhall forfeit and lofe for cuery fuch offence the fumme of fiue 
pound, and fhall be bound to the vood bchauiour.

An Act for afcertayning and eftablifhinz the fees of the 
Matters of the Chancery in Ordinary. 


From the Parliament Rolls. 


HEREAS the Office of the Mafters of the Chancery in 

| Ordinary is of very antient Inítitution and of neceffary 
níe and continuall attendance for the Difpatch of the Bufinefs 
depending in that Court It appearing by ancient Records 
‘That the Conftitution of that Court was long before the Con- 
queft much of the Duty Paines and Attendance whereof lyeth 
on the faid Mafters And for that it conduceth much to the 
due Adminiftration of Juftice. That thofe who exercife Places 
of ‘Truft íhould have competent and certaine rewards fuitable 
to their Paynes and Labour whereby they may in due manner 
fupport the quallity of their Places And that it is but fitting 
and neceílary for the Subject to allow a moderate Payment 
where they receive a proportionable advantage (a Fee of Fower 
Pence iu tymes of that Antiquity being as much in Value as 
Two Shillings now) by reafon whereof in Procefs of Tyme and 
the improved Rate of all neceffaries the prefent recompence of 
thofe ancient Officers is noe way competent and proportionable 
to their Paynes and Attendance which are likewife very much 
increafed without any increafe hitherto of what was foe anti- 
ently allowed as aforefaid And for that it appeares that in all 
other Courts at Wefiminffer there is Twelve Pence taken for 
every Affidavitt And far that it hath bin found inconvenient 
for Suiters to put in Anfwers or returne Comiffions in the pri- 
vate Studdyes of the Mafters So that through the Difficulty of 
finding fuch Anfweres and Comiffions (with what Mafter they 
were left) or through the Mafters abfence at fuch tyme as they 
are called for It frequently happens the perfons (conceived to 
| be 
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be in contempt) are expofed to much trouble and charge there- 
by And for that it is more proper fafe and fatisfactory to the 
Subject in Generall That Affidavits Anfwers Recognizances 
and Acknowledgments of Deeds fhould be difpatched in fome 
publique certaine and open Place where the Períons that doe 
the fame may be publiquely feene and knowne rather then in 
private Studdies or Houfes l'or the more proper and folemne 
difpatch of the aforefaid Bufineffes And for the better incou- 
ragement of the faid NTaíters in the due difcharge of their Places 
Be it Enacted by the Kings mott Excellent IMajefty by and with 
the advice and confent of the Lords and Commons affembled 
in Parliament and by the authority of the fame That from and 
after the Three and ‘l’wenticth Day of Odfober in this prefent 
yeare of Our Lord One "T houfand Six Hundred Sixty and One 
there fhall be One Publique Omice kept and no more as nere to 
the Rolls as conveniently may be In which the faid Mafters 
fome or One of them (hall conftantly attend for the ad miniftrinx 
of Oathes Caption of Deeds and Recognizances and the Dif- 
patch of all Matters incident to their Office (referrences upon 
accounts and infufficient anfwers onely excepted) from the

by Action of Debt Bill Plaint Information or otherwife in any 
of the Kings Courts for the recovery of the fame in which Ac- 
tion no effoine protection or wager of Law fhal be allowed 
And be it further Enacted by the authority aforefaid That be-

tained a Warrant for payment of Intereft tor Forbearance, not 
exceeding the Rates aforefaid, for his or their Confideration, to 
be paid every I hree mouths, unti] the Repayment of his or their 
Principal; And that all Orders for Repayment of Money fhall 
be Regifiered in courfe, according to the Date of the Tally re- 
Ípcétively, without preferenceotone bcfore another; And that all 
and every Perfon aud Perfons fhall be paid in ccurfe, according 
as their Orders (hall ftand IXegiftered in the faid Book, fo as that 
the Perfon, Native or Foreigner, his or their Exccutors, Admi- 
niftrators, or Atfigns, who thall have his, her or their Order or 
Orders arft Entered in the faid Book, fhall be taken and ac- 
counted as the tirft Perfon to be paid upon the Moneys to come 
in by virtue of this acl; And he or they who ihal have his or 
their Order or Orders next Entered, (hall be taken and accounted 
to be the fecond Perfon to be paid, and fo fuccefively and in 
courfe; And that the Moneys to cc-ne in by this Act, fhall be 
in the fame Order liable to the fatistaction of the laid refpcctive 
Parties, their Eexecutors, Adminiftrators or Affigns fucceifively, 
without preierence oi one before another, and not otherwife, 
amd bct to be divertibie to any other ufe, intent or purpofe what- 
fever; Amd that ne ce, Reward or Gratuity, directly or im. 
directly 
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directly,be demanded or taken of any of his Majefties Subjects, 
for providing or making of any fuch Books, Regifters, Entries, 
View or Search, as aforefaid, or in, or for the payment of Money 
lent, or the Intereft, as aforefaid, by any of his Majefties Ofh- 
cer or Officers, their Clerks or Deputies, on pain of payment of 
treble Damages to the Party grieved, by the Party offending, 
with Cofts of Suit; Or if the Officer himíelf take or demand 
any fuch Fee or Reward, then to lofe his Place alfo; And if any 
undue preference of one before another fhall be made, either in 
point of Regiftry or Payment contrary to the true meaning of 
this act, by any fuch Officer or Officers, Then the Party offend- 
ing fhall be liable by Action of Debt, or on the Cafe, to pay the 
value of the Debt, Damages and Cofts to the party grieved, 
and fhall be forejudged from his Place or Office; and if fuch 
Preference be unduly made by any his Deputy or Clerk, without 
Direction or Privityof his Mafter, Then fuch Deputy or Clerk 
only fhall be liable to fuch Action, Debt, Damages and Cotts, 
and (hall be for ever after uncapable of his Place or Office; 
And in cafe the Auditor fhall not Direct, or the Clerk of the Pells 
Record, or the Teller make Payment according to each Perfons 
due Place and Order as afore Dimaed. Then he or they fhall 
be judged to forfeit, and their refpective Deputies and Clerks 
herein offending, to be liable to fuch Action, Debt, Damages 
and Cofts, in fuch manner as aforefaid; All which faid Penal- 
tics, Forfeitures, Damages and Cofts to be incurred by any of 
the officers aforefaid, any of their deputies or clerks, fhall and 
may be recovered by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint or Information, 
in any of his Majefties Courts of Record at We/?minffer, wherein 
no Effoign, Protection, Priviledge, Wager of Law, Injunction 
or Order of Reftraint fhall be inany wife granted or allowed. 

LIX. Provided always, and be it hereby Declared, That if 
it {hall happen that feveral T'alleys of Loan, or Orders for Pay- 
ment, as aforefaid, bear Date, or be brought the fame day to the 
Auditor of the Receipt to be Regiftred, Then it fhall be inter- 
preted no undue Preference which of thofe he Enters firft, fo he 
Enters them all the fame day. 

IX. Provided alfo, That it fhall not be interpreted any un- 
due Preference toincur any Penalty in point of payment, if the 
Auditor Direct, and the Clerk of the Pells Record, and the Tel- 
ler pay fubfequent Orders of Perfons that come and demand 
their Money, and bring their Orders in their courfe, fo as there 
may be fo much Moncey referved as will fatistie precedent Or- 
ders, which (hall not be otherwife difpofed, but kept for them, 
(interet upon Loan being to ceafe from the time the Money is 
fo referved and kept in Bank for them.) 

LXI. And be it further enacted by the Authority aforefaid,

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of the Auditor of Receipt aforefaid, and an Entry or Memoi 
thereof allo made in the Book of Regiíter aforeíaid for Ord 
(which the Officers fhall upon requeft, without Fee or Char: 
accordingly make) íball Entitle fuch Affienee, his Execute 
Adminiftrators or Afligns, to the Benefit thereof, and Farar 
thereon; and fuch Affignee may in like manner afign ag 
and fo foties quoties; and afterwards it fhall not be in the pow) 
of fuch Perfon or Perfons who have or hath made fuch Affio 
ments, to make void, releafe, or difcharge the fame. 5 
LXII. Provided always, and be it enacted, That it fhall ar 
may be lawful to and for his Majefty, his Heirs and Succeffor 
out of the Duties arifing by this act, to caufe fach fum and fun 
of Money to be expended, and paid from time totime for Sal. 
ries and other incident charges, as fhall be neceffary in and te 
the receiving, collecting, levying or managing of the fame Dry 
ties, during the faid term therein by this act granted; ~- 
thing herein contained to the contrary notwithitanding, bd 
LXIII. Provided always and it be further enacted by the aut, ^9! 
rity aforefaid, 'T'hat all perfons commonly called Quakers, or i 
puted fuch, and all Papifts or reputed Papifts, whether they ar. 
Popifh Recufants, Convict, or not, and all Jews, or any ot' 
perfons who {hall cohabit and live together as Man and Wu: 
fhall and are hereby made lyable to pay the feveral and refpectiv
